I have 
been hero about six weeks, working every 
day. I orfnnot tell you muoh about them. 
In tho first jjlaop, wo had to dig through 
from three to five feet of ico and tlie 
ground was frozon to the bed-rock. It 
took tho bigiicat part of our time to out 
wood to liinw out the ground. Wo hove 
found some gold, but notbing to pay so 
far, although there are a groat many who 
have got prottj good prosj)oeta; but they 
cannot do muoh till after high water, and 
that will be tho latter part of July, so 
there will bo very little dono for tho next 
three monthu. I like tho looks of the 
creek very well. The gold is what I should 
eall coarse, that i.s wlioro you get it in 
paying quantities. There is some fine on 
tho outwde of what you might call" the 
heavy run of gold. Tlioroprosome friends 
of mino about a mile further up the 
creek. They took about 15 ounces out 
of a very small hole. Two men would do 
as much in one day if thoy had no frozen 
ground. I could mention a good many 
others, built is no use, I am satisfied 
thoro is good diggings, but I might not 
bo ono of tho lucky ones."

Iron rails re- 
quired to be renewed every eight or ten 
years, but no doubt with stoel rails that 
liino might ho extended. Thoro was .an 
additional obligation assumed by "the 
right honorable gentleman opposite. The 
country was bound by tbe terms of Union 
to reach the seaboard, but the lata Gov 
erunient undertook that the terminus 
should be placed e,t the noutliorn extremi- 
ty ofj Vancouver Island, thus adding about 
lifiO miles to tho obligations already ex- 
isting. But ho did not think the Order 
in Council oi)actu»g. this passed by the 
late Oovernmohfwiia binding upon tno 
country. ' It Was'knoWn from the surveys 
that, after reaching Bute Inlet, thoro was 
still a distaueo of 150 miles to traverse 
before reaching tlie terminus on tha is- 
land.

It was 
worth while to glance ut tho extent of the 
country's ol)lig.aioiis. Wo know already 
ilio ditliculties that had been oxperioncod 
111 constructing the Intercolonial road, 
winch was only oUO miles in length, ami 
had butter ehancirs of s|)eedy construction. 
Ho had looke.l on Unit woric as a n^■ce^8ity 
o! tlid Union, and was not in favour of un- 
<lertakiug it as a comnicicial tranHaolioii, 
tjiitas a t)olitiOtl Qocessrty. Ho recollect 
ed iluit some prominent gentlemen in tho 
House aiiiioipated that the work would be 
ooiupleted wuhin three years. Tue throe 
years had passed, and four years more, 
and it would yet takis at least a year, and 
l)roli.il)ly two years, before it would bo 
possible to accomplish the very desirable 
wish to have complete coiiimunioitiou 
l«A ween the systonis of Railways East and 
West. And yet ui 1871, when the dilli- 
eulties were p'^rfi'i'lly understood, the hito 
Parliament ot (..'anaila, under tho guid- 
ance of the rigiit hoii. gentlnman oppo- 
site gravi-jy undertook to construct a 
road tivo (h.. six times tho lengtli within ll) 
years, ani'itp\edg'jd tho lioaor and good 
"faith of ^'ho (lonutry, that tho work would 
bi.- ooninionefld in two years, and would 
be coiiiuh'tcd in ton. Ho liad appoah.il 
to tho H II se. ni'/t as a m-'ro party oppo- 
nent o,' Uie iiiin. ((entleman, but as ono 
wiiO l(dt a f.;i'''at inture.st in the Uni:)n, 
ihal It was ini))us',Lldo to Construct a 
ruail J.'ilH.l Uiiies in hjagth, with so many 
liilliculties to surmount iu that time. 
.Nevertheless, tha work had been under- 
taken, and tho House know that preoisely 
what was anticipated took place. Tiio 
present (iovorniueiit had to unilortaKO 
to do liomeUuiig that would ouahlu 
this Parliament to carry cut 
in spirit if not in letter, this part of tho 
'obligation with British Columbia. The 
legal terms of that Union were spacitic. 
SVo wore bound witiun a certain time to

He did not know whe- 
ther these terms had been accepted or 
not. but as the session was drawing to a 
close, it was absolutely necessary that the 
Government should havo Means to ao- 
coiiiplish the reasonable expectations of 
tho country and of that Provnico. He re- 
ferred to his speech made at his slcctioc 
ou assuming the loadership of tho Gov- 
orniuent, in whioh hf had stated that iu 
regard to tho Pacifie Railway policy tho 
waller coinmunicution already existing 
would have to bo utilized. He believed 
tho rihgt lion, gentleman opposite, in re- 
ferring to that speech had stated that if 
bis (Mr. Mackenzie's) views wero carried 
out. British Columbia would have tho 
right to secode from tho Union. Ho had 
a better opinion of iho people of British 
Columbia than to suppose that they would 
accept the advice of tho head of an ex- 
trenu! party leader. The more ho had re- 
flacted on the plan of utilizing water com- 
niiuiication tho more was he convinced of 
its practicability. Unfortunately the part 
of tbe road that would cost the 'most was 
that from tbe Rooky Mountains westward. 
This portion although in milaago not ap- 
proaching the eastward portion was much 
more expensive. Tho coat from tho Hocky 
Mountains, eastward, was estimated at no 
loss than ;?:i5,0n0,000. Since tho last 
oommunicatioQ was mado to tho country, 
the survey was nearly completed from 
Lake Simcoe to Lake Nepigon, a distance 
of i5D7 miles. The (lovoriunnnt propose 
to build a railway from Pembina to Fort 
Garry iniiui'diatoly. During the course 
of the f lection a great deal of capital was 
-so far as the trying is concerned — en- 
doavoured to bo made out of the propo- 
sal to build the Pembina and Fort Garry 
branch. Tho papers of tho hon. gentlo- 
man op[it)sito stated that this had been 
tlono in oonnectioii with an agreement 
with tho Northern Paeilic Railway. Ho 
(Mr. iMackeiizio) def-ired to give this an 
emphatic denial. Ho never know any 
one oonnocttid with that Railway nor had 
he over had any bommunication with any 
DUO so connected.

It was useless lo exjioct that it could bo 
undertaken as a commercial entarpriso 
for somo tiUib to ti^pEie.'" Even, with re- 
gard to tho branch from Fort Garry lo 
Piimbina, which ha thought had some 
commercial advantages, thoro was no 
doubt that at pr.isent these commercial 
advantages would be small unless a great 
deal of tratiio in oonneotion with the 
building of tho road proper was thrown 
into it. place, they had to 

ask. the Heuse for" ooniplolopower to pro- 
ceed with the construction of tho rnad 
under tho terras of tho Union with Bri- 
tidi Columbia. Thoy could not throw 
ofl" that obligation except with the oon- 
sent of tho contracting party. Thoy pro- 
posed to divide tho road .into several soo- 
tions, one f torn Nipissias to Nepigon, a 
distance of 5S7 miles. This was a taction 
that tho Qovornmont diil not oonsidar it 
&.t all necessary to bi3 carried on for some 
time.

distance of abont 416 miks. This section 
must be proceeded with immediately. 
From Rod River oro.ssing. westward to 
Edmonton, was 780 miles; but tho 
Government thought that tha river 
could bo ascended 100 miles Kostof this, 
and leave a distance of Somiewbore in the 
neighbourhood between 600 and 700 
miles. Prom that point westward, it waa 
quite dear there wore no moans of rapid 
communication, except by building the 
railroad. This portion they prcqioacd to 
proceed with as raiiidly us they were 
able to obtain a completion of,the surveys. 
Thero wore now four Survey parties in 
British Columbia. At present tho most 
available route ajipcaied to bo Bute Inlot. 
Iha Shortest route was that which took 
thaFraser River, that was some 50 or 60 
miles. That by Bute Inlot presented a 
doscont of soma 3.500 feet iu tho course 
of a very fow miles. Tho Government 
proposed, if no hotter route presented it- 
self in courso of explorations, to adopt 
this route; but they did not now commit 
themselves to any route until thorough 
survaya were made. Tho Government 
oouoodod it to ho utterly unsound in 
principle to undertake a work of this 
kind before oompleto surveys worn mado. 
He had a llrm belief in the future of Ca- 
nada; ho believed that the vast piairios of 
tha Northwest could, within the life time 
of soma of tha members of the House, he 
densely populotod.and that thoy might 
hope for somo traffic on that road within 
that time which would make it a com- 
mercial suonoss. What would other 
countries think then if a fow vcars hence 
it was found that Canada had adopted the 
wrong route in constructing her Paeilic 
Rail way ,and that other roads got all tho 
traffic? It was absolutely necessary that 
an exact survey should be made bofuio 
the route was decided on.

tween the cystom of tho late Govorninciit 
and the present, that the former took the 
power from Parliament into their own 
hands to maks nny arbitary arrangements 
they might think proper with any com- 
pany and thoy xvere not to bo subject to 
any supervision by Parliamunt. Xo-v 
what ho proposed to do was to givo -SIO, 
000 per mile and 20,000 acres of land, and 
then tho Government would invite in- 
tending contractors to state, tho amount 
for whiqh they wanted a guarantee of 4 per 
cent. He was quite aware that* $10,000 
per mile and 20.000 acres of of land would 
not build the road from end to end, 
though that might cover the cost for a 
great portion of it, but hii had no meinst f 
■so«rtAiningwh.itthepr> bab eexj on.lui.re 
per inilo would be further than tlieir own 
experience had taught. Tho Intercolon- 
ial had cost $15,000 par mile, traversing 
on the whole a very desirable country, 
and with the additional advantage of hav- 
ing procured tho iron structures and rails 
at a time when tiioro was a great depres- 
sion in the price of iron. Tho Northern 
Paeilic had co,t to the Red River about 
848,000 per mile. That road traversed 
an almost prairie region, ready and ac 
cesbible, and was much nearer to the 
source of supplies than any portion of 
the Canada Pacidc road except such por- 
tions as wore close to the lakes. The 
Central Pacific he would not touch upon, 
as tho cost of it was bo enormous from 
tho jobbery connected with it that it af- 
forded no ground for comparison; but 
judgingfrom the cost of our own rail- 
ways there was no reason tn expect that 
tho Canada Pacific could be built from 
end to end at a less cost than 810,000 per 
mile. No doubt i)art of it would e.\c<'cd 
that cost very much, but east of tlie 
Rocky Mountains he thought that, sum 
would bo cover the outlay. The quanti- 
ty of land granted would bo nbsohito in 
each case of'.iO.OOO ncrns per mile, but as 
he helioved it was an evil system to place 
a largo quantity of tho land in the hands 
of companies, the (Toverninonl i)roposed 
to retain entire control of tho sulo of 
two-thirds of tha land in their own hands 
and to give one third to the contracting 
companies over which the conqiani. ■ 
would have al.soluto control. Jt was 
likelv that this would dopreciate tlie val- 
ue of tha land to somo extent in the oyes 
of eontraotors vrho meantto make a jirofiL 
on the underluking— and he Avislied to 
moot with only such contracting compan- 
ies »s did desirn to make a profit by their 
onterpriso. becauso when men jiretend 
they were doing thesg from patriotism, 
they might bo sura there was some mi-i- 
take. (laughter)— but it was much betti r 
that should bo tho Crt.-.o, and that the 
value of tho land should be di'proci.,t -d 
in tho eyes of the contracting public;, 
than that the (Jovernincnt should not re- 
tain in their own hands tho greater part 
of the lands and their control.
